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Each year the Office of Indian Education holds a Project Directors Meeting for all of the
OIE discretionary grant project directors and their teams. This year's event was held
virtually, as it as been the past three years, which allowed grantee teams to participate
in the three-day conference at no cost. Each day kicked off with an inspirational
keynote featuring speakers such as OIE Director Julian Guerrero, professor and
mindfulness expert Dr. Michael Yellowbird, and Indigenous language revitalization and
education expert Dr. Kari Chew. Over the course of the three days, grantee teams had
access to 24 engaging and educational breakout sessions featuring subject matter
experts, Department of Education staff, and fellow grantees. Between all these live
sessions, participants could also view 17 recorded, on-demand learning sessions and
network with peers through custom matchmaking and topical roundtable discussions.
Overall, 412 participants were able to engage in this year's event!
